Some 70,000 United Rubber Workers, 
following the lead of the Teamsters 
Union, struck Wednesday, marking the 
second major industry-wide labor strike 
of the year 
Rubber workers set up picket lines at 
47 plants across the nation operated by 
the industry’s big four 
Firestone Tire 
LEA, LFT 
prodded 
on election

A move was under way today to get the 
two teacher organizations and the Lorn* 
poc Unified School District to agree loan 
election to settle the question of an ex* 
elusive bargaining representative 
At stake is the right to represent the 
district's 540-plus certificated personnel 
in collective bargaining procedures that 
will get under way after July I 
Vying for the plum in Lompoc Valley 
are Lompoc Kducation Association and 
Lompoc Federation of Teachers LEA is 
affiliated with California Teachers As­ 
sociation and the National Education As­ 
sociation and LFT is affiliated with the 
California Federation of Teachers and 
the AFL-CIO 
A rumor circulating yesterday in some 
official teacher quarters that all three 
entitles in Lompoc Valiev had formally 
agreed to a “ consent election" and had 
even picked a date for it proved to be un 
founded 
Assistant Supt Alice Milligan, who has 
served as the chief negotiator for the 
school board said yesterday that she had 
not agreed to anything, but had discussed 
the concept of a “ consent election’’ with 
a representative of one statewide 
teachers group 
Darrell Adams, president of LEA, said 
this morning that his organization had 
come to no agreement on the question of 
a “ consent election 
Norman Larson, president of LFT. 
said last night that his organization was 
interested in such an election and had 
sent a letter to Adams' group setting 
forth the questions that would have to be 
resolved if consensus for the concept 
were to be reached I,arson was plainly 
angry when told of the story that all en­ 
tities had formally agreed to the elec­ 
tion 
He said he thought his teacher 
organization was perhaps the target of 
the rumor for some unspecified reason 
In the letter to Adams and LEA, the 
LFT membership declared ‘it seems 
that an election to select the exclusive 
bargaining agent in I arni poc Unified 
School District would be most advan­ 
tageous to all teachers if the election 
were held this school year Because of 
this tact 
the LFT building represen 
tatives have directed me * I .arson' to 
pursue the interests of the teachers 
through the process known as the con 
sent election 
The letter ended with the promise by 
I .arson to discuss the consent election 
question in a formal wav with Adams 
If the two teacher groups and the 
school hoard forma lh agree to an clee 
lion the state s new Education Employe 
Relations Hoard, f ERH, would call an 
election The organization that gets the 
most votes would be declared the ex 
elusive agent 
Both LEA and LET have filed claims 
that they represent more than half of the 
certificated personnel based on their in 
dividual assumptions of eligibility

Goodrich Co , and 
Uniroyal Co , and there were scattered 
reports of violence 
Six arrests led Goodrich to seek a 
court injunction limiting picketing at its 
Akron. Ohio, plant 
URW President Pete Bommanto said 
the union, making Firestone its target, 
rejected the company’s last offer for a 
$1 15 hourly wage increase over three 
years The union demanded a boost of 
ll fib an hour 
Auto industry officials said the 
walkout would have no immediate im­ 
pact on assembly lines, but a spokesman 
for General Motors Corp said the strike 
“ would shut down every auto plant in the 
country if it lasts as long as a month ” 
The strike followed by only three 
weeks a four-day walkout by more than 
400.000 Teamsters, who won a 30 per cent 
pay increase over three years 
Interns and residents at three Los 
Angeles County hospitals set up picket 
lines Wednesday and struck to protest a 
personnel shortage 
The 1.200 young doctors broke off talks 
late Tuesday despite warnings from the 
deans of three California medical 
schools that a strike could cost them 
their certification in their specialties 
In Willimantic, Conn , about 70 non- 
supervisory nurses struck Windham 
Community Memorial Hospital Wednes­ 
day The hospital remained open, though 
some services were affected 
In San Francisco. 75 laborers returned 
to their jobs at city housing facilities suf­ 
fering from the walkout by 1,700 crafts 
union members It was the first back-to- 
work move in the 22-day strike But other 
strikers blocked deliveries to a conven­ 
tion hall in efforts to stop a convention 
scheduled for next week 


A judge has ordered the city workers 
back to their jobs and there were reports 
that the city board of supervisors were 
negotiating separately with some unions. 


The 52-day strike against Anheuser- 
Busch breweries led to a confrontation 
between police and demonstrators in St 
Louis Police arrested 25 persons, some 
carrying baseball bats and bricks, who 
refused to leave a park across the street 
from the strikebound Anheuser Busch 
St Louis brewery complex Some 8,000 
bottlers and truckers are on strike 
nationwide against the brewery 


Talks continued today in efforts to set­ 
tle a bitter, seven-month-old strike by 
600 steelworkers against the (Jorham 
Division of Conglomerate Textron in 
Providence, R I , and mediators say 
“ some progress," has been made

WASHINGTON (UPI;) 
The presence 
of Cuban forces in Africa has increased 
tensions on that continent enormously 
and created a “ very dangerous” situa­ 
tion Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
said today 
The United States has the military 
power and the political will to resist 
irresponsible actions.” he warned the 
Soviet I 'mon and Cuba in a State Depart­ 
ment news conference on the eve of his 
two week visit to seven African nations 
He said Russia must stop “ interfering 
with military forces** in Africa in order 
to decrease tensions on that continent 
and enhance V S Soviet detente 
“ Also, Cuban troops must be 
withdrawn" Kissinger said 
Cuban Premier Fidel Castro earlier 
this week attacked President Ford as a 
"vulgar liar" for suggesting that the 
Soviets had played a part in the physical 
intervention of Cuban troops in the 
Angolan civil war

In Lompoc's first supervisor forum: 
Candidates tell why they're in race

Five candidates for the fourth super­ 
visorial district post in the June 8 
primary faced a crowd of approximately 
60 persons last night in the first can­ 
didates' forum in the c ity sponsored by 
the Lompoc* Democratic Club in the El 
Camino School auditorium 
The candidates were allowed five 
minutes for background and two minutes 
each to answer two questions what are 
your feelings concerning the proposed 
county split and what incentives do you 
propose to preserve the agricultural 
heritage of the county’’ 


Following this. the candidates again 
were given two minutes to answer in­ 
dividual questions from the audience 


Rev John Eby was moderator 
The candidates, in the order of their 
first appearance, were Robert Hedlund, 
Robert C Dilley, Phyllis White Art Scott 
and Alberta Morgan 
Hedlund said he was in the race for 
four reasons to be a full-time represen­ 
tative. to be responsible; to be respon­ 
sive and to he- independent He said he 
held no business interests and wished to 
put county government back into the 
hands of the people 
Dilley told the audience that govern­ 
ment service has long been an avocation 
of his and that land use planning has been 
a compelling subject for years. “ I ’ve 
been giving advice for years and I feel 
now that I'm equipped to handle the 
decisions." he declared 


White said she was running on two is­ 
sues. planning and responsiveness to the 
people 
She said she was concerned 
about growth within spec ial districts and 
about outside interest interference \*ith 
government 
Scott said that there was only one is­ 
sue rn the campaign the voter He said 
people were tired of cliches, that 
everybody s for moderate growth and 
that the issue was to find true leadership 
Morgan qualified her candidacy by 
stating she has attended more than 300 


meetings in the past years “ I've been 
there and have done my homework.” she 
stated. 
On the county split question, Morgan 
said she has always been for the split for 
it will bring government closer to the 
people and provide for fairer representa­ 
tion 
Scott said the split was not in the hest 
interests of the people. He said that the 
recent feasibility study supports this 
stand and that there is now new evidence 
to show that the proposal would be 
beneficial 
White questioned the motivation of the 
proponents of the split. She felt there 
were more important problems in the 
county than consideration of a split. “ We 
do not have to be one ideological com­ 
munity.” she declared. 
D illey said he was not susceptible to a 
yes or no answer on the proposal at this 
time He said that the feasibility study's 
conclusions on proposed level of service 
were false and that he was concerned 
that the proposed tax level was well 
above that allowed by law. "The final 
decision will be the people s and you will 
be making it," he concluded 
Hedlund commented that everybody 
concerned should try for reconciliation 
of differences He added that the split 
was not philosophically wise 
On the question of preserving 
agricultural heritage, Hedlund said the 
problem was difficult with many alter­ 
natives He favored giving farmers more 
incentive along with good and consistent 
planning 
He favored more and con­ 
tinued use of the agricultural preserve 
Dilley said that the ag preserve 
program was the state's answer 
He 
favored development in marginal lands 
and used Lompoc as an example where 
homes went in such areas, leaving 
western valley lands for agricultural 
purposes “ This type of planning wasn't 
just coincidental." Dilley declared 
White said that the ag preserve 
program cannot do it all as the state is 
losing 20.OOO acres of agricultural land 
per year to developers She supported a 
measure in the legislature currently call­ 
ing for a total “ freeze” of agricultural 


land 
Scott said agricultural heritage can 
only be protected if the farmer can con­ 
tinue to produce a product for the 
market He favored keeping agricultural 
taxes down along with energy and water 
costs “ You re not going to do it by plan­ 
ning alone," he declared 
Morgan said one can’t separate protec­ 
tion of agricultural land from all of the 
political issues She said that the one 
great need of the farmer is water 
In answer to a direct question on how 
he would lower or hold taxes. Hedlund 
said he would work to consolidate special 
districts, county communications, get 
our just dues from the state, put county 
fees in line with costs and demand line 
item examinations in the budget with 
substantiated evidence 
In answer to how they stood on 
Proposition 15, the nuclear safey in­ 
itiative on the June hallot. Scott said that 
all the arguments are not out yet and he 
has not decided He said he does favor 
geysers and steam as an alternative 
energy source 
Dilley said that Proposition 15 “ scares 
the hell out of me" because it closes one 
energy alternative He considered solar 
energy for home use a viable alternative 
and felt that fossil fuel is limited 
Hedlund did not declare yes or no but 
commented that th*' issue does not 
stipulate (losing down nuclear plants, 
(inly to 60 per cent of capacity 
He 
favored geothermal development along 
with solar and wind energy development 
Morgan said she was frightened over 
nuclear wastes and potential accidents 
White recited some of the safety 
requirements mandated by the proposi­ 
tion and said “ I think I will vote yes on 
IS " 
In answer to a question on how much 
population Lompoc and S.inta Ynez 
Valley should have, Hedlund said he 
favors not more than triple of what we 
now have to the middle of the 21st Cen­ 
tury For Santa Ynez Valley, he said 
29 000 persons would he a “ legitimate 
figure 
On the question of “ ranchette 
development. Dilley said he favors five,

Dr Rod Hamer, director of the Con­ 
valescent Care Center and the 
emergency room at Lompoc District 
Hf>spital has submitted his resignation 
hospital administrator Ken Wicks has 
confirmed 
His letter of resignation was dated 
April 15 and cited “ a variety of personal 
reasons" for leaving 
The doctor refused to comment on this 
subject this morning hut reports are 
that he is moving to the Santa Barbara 
arca to practice medicine 
My tenure here has been pleasant and 
of (onsiderable professional stimulation 
and I would like to thank the hoard for 
the cooperation and courtesy always ex­ 
tended to me,* he wrote 
According to Wicks, Dr Hamer s con­ 
tract as emergency room director ex­ 
pires on July I and he will be on the job 
until then 
The doctor became director in 1973 
when he sold the hospital board on the 
idea of operating the emergency room 
with a permanent staff of physicians in­ 
stead of manning it. as it was. under a 
rotation svstam that involved all of Lorn-

Asked what they considered to be the 
greatest “ social’’ issue facing the 
county. Dilley said we must seek to 
provide competence in local govern­ 
ment 
Hedlund said that many social 
problems exist such as putting affir­ 
mative action programs forward and not 
backward and lowering property taxes 
for those on fixed income Morgan con­ 
sidered unemployed youth a major 
problem Scott pinpointed county health 
facilities and area welfare eligibility ex 
amination but warned that for any new 
programs, an old program must be cut 
The golden goose is just not around 
anymore.” he said 


China offers

agreed to provide military and economic 
aid to Egypt which recently broke off a 
long-term arms agreement with the 
Soviet Union. Egyptian sources in Pek­ 
ing reported 
Egypt has been seeking military aid 
and replacement parts for its Soviet 
weapons since March 15 when it 
r ani cled a 15-year friendship and 
cooperation treaty with Moscow 
There was no immediate indication 
what would be provided in the way of 
nonmilitary aid but diplomatic sources 
specializing in Chinese affairs said there 
.jpparently was an agreement to sign a 
trade accord in Cairo in the near future 
Egyptian

Hosny 
Moharak who headed the Egyptian aid 
delegation to Peking held three days of 
talks with Chinese leaders, including 
Communist party chairman Mao Tse- 
tung 
I am sure that the relations between 
our two countries have made a stride

Wednesday night according to Egyptian 
news reports 
Tlw* reports, sent to Cairo, quoted 
Mobarak^as saying China had 
responded in a positive and magnificent

A new California state law 
which requires the filtration of 
Lake Cachuma water flowing to 
the Santa Ynez Valley could 
drastically alter the irrigated 
agricultural picture and rural 
atmosphere of the community. 
This was revealed Tuesday 
night at a meeting of Improve­ 
ment District No. I of the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
District when Bert Ellsworth, a 
representative of the State 
Dept, of Health discussed with 
district trustees provision of 
the law which will necessitate 
filtration of all Cachuma water 
because of its high turbity level. 
It was pointed out by board 
members 
more than 90 per 
cent of the water going to the 
valley via an elaborater 
pipeline system and serving the 
entire floor of the valley during 
the summer months is used for 
crop irrigation 
Because a single filtration 
system would be in operation, 
all water, including both 
domestic and agriculture, 
would have to be filtered ac­ 
cording to the law 
Directors were of the opinion 
that because of the costly 
process of filtration, irrigated 
farming would be limited in the 
area served by the improve­ 
ment district because of the ad­ 
ditional cost. 
This could, it was believed, 
lead to an alternative decision, 
whereby the landowner could 
revert to dry farming or sell the 


land for subdivision purposes 
and thus mark the end of a 
move to preserve agriculture 
and maintain the rural at­ 
mosphere of the valley as it is 
today 
It was pointed out at the ses­ 
sion that the district has and 
always will recognize the need 
to provide domestic water safe 
for human consumption 
A "rough guess” by district 
engineers place the cost of the 
filtration plant between $3 and 
$3.5 million They questioned, 
too, the method of raising that 
amount. Should it be by higher 
taxes or increased water rates 
one asked. 


As a result of the discussion, 
trustees asked the district 
engineers and legal staff to con­ 
duct further studies on the 
ramifications of the new law 


tion plant by the district is 
required by the state by 1978. it 
was reported.

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Repeat of long 
gas lines seen 
possible by Zarb 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A new oil 
embargo that would hobble 
America worse than one that 
triggered long lines for short 
gasoline supplies two years ago 
“ is an all too real possibility." 
according to Federal Energy 
Administrator Frank Zarb 
This time. Zarb says, it won t 
mean just long gasoline lines 
In some places, it will mean no 
gasoline and no lights 
"But I want to emphasize 
that this is not idle doomsday 
talk It is an all too real pos­ 
s ib ility ,” Zarb told the 
Amenean Power Conference 
Wednesday 


"I am personally convinced 
that we stand a disturbingly 
great chance of being subjected 
to another embargo. The 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries has the oil we 
need, and they can be expected 
to make the most of the sellers 
market they enjoy " 


Zarb said America has been 
living on "borrowed time for 
much too long, and if the 
countries, which sell us crude 
oil and petroleum products, 
decide to stop the clock again, 
we’ll be in for a crash refresher 


course in what life was like dur­ 
ing the last embargo ’’ 
He outlined a four-step plan 
to make America embargo- 
proof by 1985 and avert such 
problems 
The plan includes maximum 
conservation of all energy 
resources, maximum domestic 
oil and natural gas production 
to bring it up to a pre-1974 level. 
a doubling of domestic coal 
production and a harnessing of 
nuclear power 
Energy independence, he 
said, is the nation's only 
defense against crippling em­ 
bargoes by oil-producing na­ 
tions and groups such as the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries 
‘As long as we continue to 
become increasingly dependent 
on the OPEC nations for our 
petroleum supplies, we will be 
increasingly subject to arbi 
trary OPEC decisions on price 
and supply.” Zarb said 
“ And that will simply mean 
that we didn t learn the history 
lesson, that we flunked the 
course, that we abdicated our 
economic and political birth­ 
right in favor of foreign 
domination and control " 


Automakers fear rubber 
strike may stall surge 


DETROIT (UPI i - It will 
take at least a month before the 
national rubber strike forces 
and massive auto assembly line 
shutdowns, but auto executives 
are worried that their hard-won 
sales momentum may be 
stalled. 
Spokesmen for the three 
major U S auto companies — 
General Motors, Ford and 
Chrysler — said Wednesday 
during the first day of the 
United Rubber Workers strike 
there would be no immediate 
effect 
But industry analysts, point­ 
ing to near-record sales so far 
this spring and shortages 
already developing in some hot- 
selling mid-sized and luxury 
models, said a lengthy strike 
would hurt the auto industry 


1 5% hike in beef 
prices predicted 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
Beef prices are expected to go 
up about 15 per cent over the 
next few months, according to 
an economist for the California 
Farm Bureau 
R ich a rd H a rtm a n said 
Wednesday the rise would 
result from the fact that beef 
prices have been depressed 
recently and “ the economy ap­ 
pears to be recovering nicely." 
He said consumers usually 
spend about 2 5 per cent of their 
income on beef and that if this 
income goes up as expected, 
there will be an increase in de­ 
mand for beef in the second half 
of the year 


"Rubber is to automakers 
what food is to a hungry man. 
we consume tons of it," one 
analyst said 
"T ires are a 
necessity and a prolonged 
strike would wreak havoc on 
our schedules in a year we feel 
is booming and would hate to 
see disrupted " 
A GM spokesman said there 
were enough tires already in as­ 
sembly plants or in the long 
supply pipeline to last about 30 
days. 
"But we could run into a shor­ 
tage of rubber-based parts, If 
we run out of something like 
this we would be shut down im­ 
mediately,’ he said “ There is 
no question the strike would 
shut down every auto plant in 
the country if it lasts as long as 
a month ”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice gave taxpayers more 
accurate answers this year 
than ever before, ac­ 
cording to a Congressional 
study 
The House Ways and 
Means oversight subcom­ 
mittee staff phoned IRS of­ 
fices with technical tax 
questions and found an 
error rate of 8 per cent, 
compared with 25 per cent 
a year ago. 
Another audit, by IRS. 
showed that the quality of 
answers improved as the 
tax season progressed —• 
from a 14 6 per cent error 
rate on test c a lls in 
January to 12 8 per cent in 
February and 9 2 per cent 
in March 
The 
subcom m ittee’s 
conclusions were based 
upon 125 test calls in the 
last days of the tax season 
It said it encountered "only 
IO erroneous answers, for 
an error rate of 8 per cent 
or an accuracy rate of 92 
per cent " 


1957 wise men's crystal ball proves cloudy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
top secret report ordered by 
President Eisenhower in 1957 to 
peer 25 years mo the future was 
finally published today: it 
showed even wise men use 
cloudy crystal balls. 
The document was the con­ 
troversial Gaither Commission 
report presented to Eisen­ 
hower Nov 
7, 1957, which 
erroneously found the Soviet 
Union opening up a dangerous 
"missile gap" between 1959- 
1960 
It recommended vast 
defense expenditures and an ex­ 
tensive fallout shelter pro­ 
gram 
Significantly wrong forecasts 
in the 45-page document, 
prepared under the direction of 
H Rowan Gaither, Jr of the 
Ford Foundation, included 


By 1959 the Soviet Union 
would achieve “ a significant in­ 
tercontinental missile capabil­ 
ity with megaton warheads ... 
the United States will probably 
not have achieved such a 
capability.’’ John F Kennedy 
campaigned in part on the 


"m issile gap" to win the 
presidency in 1960; la te r 
acknowledged it to have been 
false 
- By the 1970s, the United 
States and Soviet Union would 
possess defensive systems to 
shoot down attacking missiles 
While both superpowers did 
develop such weapons, deploy­ 
ment was banned by the Salt I 
agreements, 1972-1974 
— By the mid-1970s, one 
superpower might make a 
‘ ‘ tem porary technical ad­ 


vance’’ in weaponry, which 
could give it life and death 
power over the other. Experts 
today agree neither the United 
States nor Soviet Union has 
such ability. 
— There was little prospect 
for ll S -Soviet arms control 
negotiations, and a perpetual, 
unstable U S -Soviet arms race 


seemed almost inevitable One 
control agreement is in effect, 
negotiations continue on ano­ 
ther. 
— There was no mention of 
such growing threats to world 
stability as the rich-poor gap, 
population jump, or scarcity of 
food, resources and energy 
The report, declassified in 


1973 under Richard M Nixon, 
was printed virtually in full by 
Congress’ Joint Committee on 
Defense Production

Q I read somewhere that Brod Holland, who was an All- 
American at Cornell and later a U S Ambassador to Sweden, said 
he didn t try professional football because there was an NFL ban 
on blacks in 1938 Is this true? - G S , Jamestown, N Y 
A It wasn’t a written rule, but during the 1930s there weren’t 
any blacks visible in pro ball. Frits Pollard and Duke Slater had 
played prominently in the NFL in the 1930s The color line was ef­ 
fectively broken when Bill Willis and Marion Motley joined the 
cleveland Browns of the New All-America Conference in 1946. 
That same year, Kenny Washington joined the Los Angeles Rams. 
The truth is, except for rarities such as Holland and Ozzie Sim­ 
mons of Iowa, there were few blacks in major college football in 
the 30s 
Q Could you briefly mention all the various ways a man can 
make it to first base in baseball’’ — Jim Paulk, Oakland, Calif 
A Right offhand I can think of the following: hit, walk, error, 
forceout. hit by pitcher, catcher’s interference, other fielders’ in­ 
terference. missed third strike on which he reaches first before 
catcher's throw If there are others, they’re hidden some place in 
the rules 


Q Much has been written about Charlie Sifford being the first 
black golf professional of modern or recent times I recall a black 
golf pro by the name of Calvin Searles played in the old Chicago 
All-American tournament back in 1943 or ’44 Could you check this 
out’’ — A F Phillips, Sacramento, Calif 
A Calvin Searles did play in George May s extravaganzas in the 
1940s So did Joe Louis who really pioneered the role of the black 
man in pro golf His pressure caused the PGA to rescind its 
“ caucasians only’’ rule Fred Corcoran remembers Louis’ black 
caddy showing up on the first tee of the Canadian Open in 1939 with 
a letter from the Brown Bomber and getting to play the first two 
rounds with Harold (Jug) McSpaden. who shot 67 each day and 
went on to win the tournament Jug also won the first Chicago All- 
American tournament in 1943 The first black playing pro on record 
was John Shippen. who tied for fifth in the second U S Open, 
played at Shinnecock Hills. N Y . in 1896 Siippen was the home 
pro

Lottery fever grows 


MONTREAL — One day not long ago, during a 
rather humdrum stickup at a branch of the 
Royal Bank of Canada here, the bandit scooped 
up $1,300 in cash and a handful of unsold tickets 
for the Olympic Lottery. Incredibly, one of the 
tickets turned out to be a $500,000 winner — and 
incredibly, the robber turned up to claim his 
prize The cops were waiting, of course. 
Now Canadians everywhere are waiting for 
the next lottery drawing May 16 in one Olympic 
event that has already been proclaimed a gold 
medal winner, especially by the 13 instant 
millionaires created by the luck of the draw 
More than 36 million tickets, at $10 a copy, 
have been sold in the seven drawings held so far, 
with two more to go Top prize is a cool $1 
million, tax-free, and seven more millionaires 
will emerge from the May drawing. Runners-up 
will take comfort in payoffs of $500,000 and 
$250,000. and there will be scads of lesser prizes. 
Canada launched its Olympic Lottery to help 
raise funds to meet the costs of staging the Sum­ 
mer Olympics, July 17-August I. It has been a 
spectacular success, with the Olympic Organiz­ 
ing Committee (COJO) a sure bet to collect at 
least $225 million 
Originally, the best guess was that a lottery 
would produce $32 5 million for the Olympics 
budget 
Now there is talk of continuing the lottery 


after the Olympics are held Julien Cote, the lot­ 
tery’s director general, says a recent nationwide 
poll revealed that Canadians favored continuing 
the lottery by four to one. 
“ We could chew away a lot of Olympic deficit 
and add a few more millionaires to the Canadian 
economy,’ comments the 50-year-old one-time 
bomber pilot. 


Cote, who was the lottery’s first employe in 
1973, has even arranged to provide financial 
counsel for big winners. One young, low-paid 
family man decided to take only $25,000 from his 
$500,000 prize, the rest was invested for him at 
12 per cent A married couple bought two tickets 
and tossed them in a drawer. One ticket won 
$250,000 Both husband and wife claimed the win­ 
ning ticket, but after two hours of mediation, 
serenely agreed to split the loot 


Cote recalls that the bank robber who had 
claimed the prize on a ticket he stole had asked 
him to figure the odds against picking up the 
only $500,000 ticket in the draw. “ I told him 
about 600,000 to one, and he exclaimed, ‘I sure 
was lucky' We all laughed, but it did prove that 
anybody can beat the odds and win a big one " 
And whatever happened to that $500,000 the 
•lucky’’ robber didn’t get to collect7 The Royal 
Bank donated it to the Olympic Trust Fund to as­ 
sist amateur athletics in Canada

Coming to an end 


About 210 million Americans 
do not live in San Francisco. 
But what is currently taking 
place in that city has a direct 
bearing on a question of con- 
c e rn 
to 
e v e r y 
urban 
American: Who runs the cities 
— the people or the municipal 
workers unions? 


Nearly 2,000 of San Fran­ 
cisco’s 18,000 city employes, 
members of IO craft unions, 
went on strike March 31, 
halting trash collection and 
even taking the famous cable 
cars off the streets 


Not that the strikers can be 
blamed. 
Voter-mandated 


budget cuts would slash the 
wages of street sweepers, for 
example, from $17,300 a year 
to 
between $12,000 and 
$14,300. 
But what reason under the 
('allforma sun was there for 
paying street sweepers more 
than $17,000 a year in the first 
place. This, along with other 
free-wheeling spending which 
has led bus drivers for the 
Golden Gate Transit District 
to reject an offer that would 
give them about $28,500 in pay 
and benefits, was the price of 
capitulation to two previous 
municipal strikes. 
Mad San Franciscans in­ 


dulged in less fiscal folly and 
exercised more firmness a 
few years ago, they might not 
be in the situation they are in 
today. It is now a contest of 
wills, and the outcome de­ 
pends upon which side can out­ 
last the other 
But whatever the outcome 
of the strike in San Francisco, 
the moral should be plain to 
every city worker in every city 
in the country, whether over­ 
paid or underpaid (and no 
doubt many may be in the lat­ 
ter category). That is that the 
public’s willingness to buy 
labor peace at any price is 
coming to an end

Passing buck on migrant labor 


WASHINGTON 
In a series of stark 
reports from Florida, we recently 
described the plight of the sloop laborers 
who toil under the hot nun in sandy.

The reports were based on the ex

who poxed ax adrifterand infiltrated into 
•i migrant crew 
He 
spent a week in the 
fie ld s , * 
picking 
tomatoes for a penny a 
pound 
Hernton found that 
the migrant workers 
in his camp earned 
barely enough to pay, 
day by day, for three 
tasteless meals, a 
filthy mattress to sl­ 
eep on and wine to dull 
their aches 
Most of 
theft), unable to pick 
crops fast enough to keep up with the 
charges deducted from their paychecks 
lived in virtual bondage 
Hernton labored for the corporate 
farming empire of A I hula and Sims He 
stayed in a depressing camp 
row after 
row of batten'd old trailers upon a 
parched, sandy site barren except for 
scattered wine bottles and tin cans hatch 
trailer was divided into four cramped 
compartments Ile shared a tiny mom 
with a bleary companion who iurched 
around at night The room was streaked 
with grime and stank of urine 
In response to our rej»orts, we have 
been deluge! with letters from con 
cerned Americans wanting to know what 
the government is doing to help the 
migrant workers Sad to sa\ the polit) 
clans are more concerned alxiut pleasing 
ihe corporate growers who pass out cam 
patgn contributions than in helping the 
downtrodden pickers who have no money 
to contribute Most of them don t stay 
long enough in one place even to vote 
Our reports caused only a passing stir 
inside the Labor Dept 
which is sup 
posed to protect the migrant workers 
Apprehensive officials met behind closed 
doors to discus* how they should respond 
to our charges 
One official, Fred Romero, implored 
his colleagues to crack down on the cor 
porate farms that make life miserable 
tot the migrants 
Hut his pleas ac 
cording to inside sources, were dis 
regards! 
Instead, th** meeting developed into a 
strategy session not to help the exploited 
workers but. as tine source put it. "to 
prevent Jack Amlet son from hitting the 
Labor IVpl 
We have some advice for the l*abor 
Dept Just stop neglecting the migrant 
farm hands They are the nation x most 
underpaid 
undernourished, un 
derprtvtlegedpeople The Labor Dept is 
supposed to enforce minimum working 
standards 
The departm ent has 
bureaucrats on the pavrul! who draw (at 
salaries to uphold these standards The\ 
hold meetings 
write memos, issue 
statements Hut they do next to nothing 
for the exploited field workers 
W J 
F ie ry Jr , the new labor 
secretary, has assigned the lowest 
priorities to the workers with the 
greatest needs He has actually cut back 
programs to help the nomadic field 
hands Here are the inside details 
The faceless children who are born 
into the migrant camps have one way 
out Fd neat Iona I programs are supposed 
to be made available to help them to 
acquire job skills and qualify for college 
One document, intended for the eyes only 
of I ai bor Dept officials, reports that 
these programs "have proved almost IOO 
per cent effective 
in reducing the 
dependence of these youngsters 
on 
migrant labor as their chief source of in 
come " Yet Asst Labor Secy William 
Kolberg wants to cut out federal 
programs 
for 
migrant education 
Secretary Faery has just agreed to kill 
some of the programs 


Most migrant farm laborers live in 
shabby slum camps which, theoretically, 
are supposed to meet minimum fellers I 
standards But the Labor Dept s ins pee 
tors have shown little enthusiasm for up­ 
holding the standards 
More often than not 
they conduct 


haphazard inspections or merely accept 
the assurance of the growers that the 
housing is adequate Now Labor Dept of 
ficials arc actually considering a 
proposal to lower tbs* standards Tins 
would permit growers legally to house 
migrants in w orse shelters than most 
states permit for dairy cattle 
Many corporate growers would 
rather hire foreign workers, usually 
Jamaicans, who will work for lower 
wages and accept worse living conditions 
than native Americans 
Hut under 
federal law. foreign workers can only be 
hired if American labor is not available 
The growers circumvent the law by 
advertising for workers while the 
Americans are on tbs* move between 
crops The (admr I>ept is fully aware of 
this hit of chicanery Yet the detriment 
shuts its eyes and certifies thousands of 
Jamaicans every summer 
Sen James Huntland, D Miss , the 
dean of the Senate is against most of the 
legislation that pusses over his desk He 
ukes his enormous power to kill laws, 
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stall appointments and bog down the 
Senate when it tries to override him But 
he is pushing one piece of legislation 
which would make it easier for the cor 
porate farms to hire foreign workers 
Fast land has his own farm. complete 
with a plantation house, back in 
Sunflower County Miss But his office 
insists he uses no foreign labor on his 
5.800 acres 
Tile Labor Dept , which 
should protect the interests of the 
American field workers, has shown ab­ 
solutely no inclination to stand up to 
F.astland 
The streams of migrant farm laborers 
flow through,the nation like human 
highways, 
meanwhile, 
skirting the 
metropolitan areas and cutting through 
the fields Agricultural areas plead for 
their services when there is picking to be 
done, then pressure them to move on lest 
they tap the welfare coffers and burden 
the schools w ith their children Even the 
Labor Dept . which is supposed to help 
the workers, is on the side of the 
growers

WASHINGTON 
Winston Churchill’s 
definition of Russia as a riddle wrapped 
in an enigma surrounded by a mystery 
applies ten times over to the Peoples 
Republic of China 
Even those who 
should be best qualified to know. by 
reason of receiving reports from the 
American liaison mission in Peking, are 
frank to say they have 
no explanation for 
what is happening 
there, other than what 
the headlines show. 
All the cliches fail 
Power struggle'* Of 
course it’s a power 
struggle But what are 
the powers and what is 
likely to be the end 
4W 
result or even the look 
M 
of things a year from 
now? 
Taking it at face 
value, the demonstration in Tien an-Men 
Square as reported in news accounts 
seems to have been a genuine outpouring 
of those who were protesting the attempt 
by the government to efface the memory 
of Chou Hn-lai 
How much those 
protests were related to antagonism for 
the newly appointed Prime Minister. 
Huh Kuo-Feng, is impossible to say 
The disappearance 
the obliteration 
to a ntaiperson — of Teng Psiao-ping. 
Chou s chosen successor 
can be put 
down to Chou s enemies That much 
seems certain 
Whether this was the 
work of lh** oppositionists who initiated 
the cultural revolution with Chiang 
Ching Mao Tse tung s wife as the prin 
opal instigator is part of the mystery 
I have come to believe that it was Chou 
who made the country run and who 
foresaw the future of China as a modern 
power incorporating the advances of 
science and industry with the develop­ 
ment of targe oil resources as a kind of 
centerpiece 
This belief came partly 
from the five weeks I spent in China in 
1973 In the course of a three and a-half­ 
hour discussion my wife and I had with 
Chou in the middle of the night, he 
covered a Wuk* range of subjects, with 
the relationship with the United States 
paramount 
I think he was already aware of the 
earn er that ultimately took his life, but 
the impression was above all of serenity 
underwritten by a discipline that had 
prevailed throughout his career He was, 
in short one of the two or three m ost im­ 
pressive human beings I have ever en­ 
countered 


In directing the destiny of that vast 
land. Chou had an amazing capacity for 
detail and for work 
Henry Kissinger 
tells of an incident during one of hi* early 
visits to Peking He was engaged in a 
long discussion with Chou when Chou 
was interrupted by one of his aides bring­ 
ing in the proofs of the next day's 
Peoples 
Dailv, the nationwide party 
pajMrr Apologizing to Kissinger for the 
delav. ITiou quickly scanned the proofs 


I cannot vouch for the following but I 
believe it to be true At the height of the 
Cultural Revolution Chou, coming (Hit of 
a reception in the Peking Hotel saw a 
blaze in the distance He was told that 
the British Embassy had been set on fire 
and those inside were trapped and likely 
to be shot if they attempted to flee 
Without a moment s hesitation, he called 
out the security police and fire brigade to 
Berry's World 
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Whats *>th you? When he was alive, you 
thought he was really dead and now that he s 
dead you think Howard Hughes is really alive1 


rescue the trapped Britishers. 
I was convinced he was deeply dis­ 
turbed by the excesses of the Cultural 
Revolution 
It threatened to cut right 
across the development of education, 
science and industry At the height of the 
upheaval, production dropped dis­ 
astrously. 
The question now is whether another 
such bloody upheaval lies ahead The 
signs are not good, as the new and little- 
known Prime Minister seeks to impose 
his will and. perhaps with Chiang Ching’s 
prompting, attempts to strike down the 
adherents of Chou It is a critical time 
for Peking, with stability in the balance. 
It is critical, too, for Washington in its 
relations vyith Asia and the most pop­ 
ulous nation on earth President Ford’s 
recent visit to Peking and his sessions 
with the ten-acting Prime Minister Teng 
Psio-Ping is now seen to have been an es­ 
say in futility, a pleasant excursion with 
some interesting sightseeing but little 
else 
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Whether it weighed in the balance of 
present events and had anything to do 
with Teng’s overthrow, no one can say. 
Hut this country is culpable in not having 
moved faster and more decisively to im­ 
plement the Shanghai communique 
signed in 1972 during President Nixon’s 
visit to China 
From the Peking perspective, we have 
moved in just the opposite direction We 
named a new ambassador to Taiwan and 
the government of Taiwan has been per­ 
mitted to open new consulates in the 
United States Some American troops 
are still on the island that was once the 
bastion of the late Chiang Kai-shek 
In the balance in Asia we need the Peo­ 
ples Republic as a friend. Yet the United 
States is the only major power that has 
not established full diplomatic relations 
with the government in Peking As the 
years slip by. our own preoccupation 
with choosing a new president is hardly

overkill, aid to corrupt dic­ 
tators 
the state of national 
health care and increasing 
telephone rates 
Tom Hayden — an organizer 
of the Students for a Democrat­ 
ic Society. Chicago Seven 
defendant, peace movement 
emissary to Hanoi - is seeking 
to oust first-term Democratic 
Sen John V Tunney of Califor­ 
nia 
The radicalism of the Six 
ties is the common sense of the 
Seventies." insists the boyish­ 
faced husband of activist 
actress Jane Fonda 
In his first try for public 
office Hayden delcares it isn t 
so much he who has changed as 
it is the times 
It is a sign of the times that 
I am running for the Senate 
while those who wanted to put 
me in prison — Nixon. Agnew 
Mitchell and the rest — are 
either purged dishonorably 
from office or have gone to the 
penitentiary themselves " 
Working from within the 
system of what he calls "elec­ 
toral politics." Hayden easily 
defeated Tunney recently for

SALT LA K E CITY (U F I) - 
Brigham Young, in the words of 
one Mormon sage, made two 
recorded mistakes 
The first was rectified a cen­ 
tury ago The other lives on 
The blunder which outlived 
the Mormon prophet is the 
Deseret Alphabet, a strange 
amalgam of phonetic charac­ 
ters which rendered English in­ 
scrutable and virtually un­ 
pronounceable 
The alphabet itself has been 
relegated for nearly a century 
to the back shelves of libraries 
and historical societies But its 
hold on the speech and spelling 
of Utah is tenacious. 
The other recorded error, in­ 
cidentally. 
was locating the 
territorial capitol in 1851 at 
Fillmore, a bustling central 
Utah metropolis which by the 
last census had swollen to 1.411 
souls 
The sage says the Fillmore 
blunder can be overlooked 
because it was quickly rectified 
by moving the capitol in 1856 to 
Salt Lake City 
The second, 
however, persists 
Leah Frisby and Hector Lee. 
writing in the Utah Humanities 
Review, described Deseret 
Utah was called the Territory 
of Deseret by the Mormons 
as "a queer looking alphabet 
which they (Utah residents) 
studied long ago in school, and 
from which they derived only a 
lifelong handicap in spelling 
English words in the conven­ 
tionally inconsistent way " 
A Montana Magazine article 


said the alphabet "is responsi­ 
ble for many of the pronuncia­ 
tions and colloquialisms typical 
of Utah. 
"To people with a Utah or 
Mormon background, especial­ 
ly the older ones, such words as 
corner, horse and Mormon are 
still pronounced earner, harse 
and Marmon " 
Author Elizabeth Cottam 
Walker concluded in the article 
that "aside from archival and 
museum objects, this accent is 
really the only tangible rem­ 
nant of Brigham Young s 
quarter century of persistence 
with his phonetic alphabet” 
Young had both religious and 
practical reasons for proposing 
a new alphabet, for believing it 
could work in the Territory of 
Utah, and for being uncon­ 
cerned that it didn’t fit the 
English language particularly 
well 
Members of the Mormon 
Church were looking forward to 
restoration of the "pure Adam­ 
ic language" spoken prior to the 
confusion of tongues at the 
biblical Tower of Babel Young 
wanted an alphabet equal to the 
task of writing the restored 
tongue 
Mormon missionaries over­ 
seas encouraged converts to 
move to Utah, and by 1860 the 
territory had a high pecentage 
of foreign-born residents Young 
reasoned that a phonetic 
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alphabet would make it easier 
to teach English to those used 
to another language. 
Since Young was territorial 
governor as well as religious 
leader, he exercised political 
and religious authority over the 
Mormon pioneers and could ex­ 
pect that his wishes on the 
alphabet would be carried out. 
As late as 1860, census figures 
showed no non-Indian residents 
of the territory who were not 
Mormons 
Young considered written 
English absurd, and the Deser­ 
et News, the official voice of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of 
latter-day Saints, editorialized 
that exclusive use of his 
alphabet for schooling children 
would keep Mormon youngsters 
from contamination by "pruri­ 
ent and dangerous literature, 
which corrupts and distorts the 
minds and judgments of men " 
So Young asked the Board of 
Regents of the University of 
Deseret to devise an alphabet 
The principal architect was 
George Watt, an English con­ 
vert who apparently learned 


Isaac Pitman's relatively new 
shorthand before emigrating to 
Utah. 
The alphabet, adopted by the 
Board of Regents in 1853, 
employed characters modeled 
on Pitman’s, as well as fracturd 
Egyptian and Greek. 
"A triumphant vindication of 
the argument that a knowledge 
of Deseret would reduce the 
time required for elementary 
spelling was provided in 1855,” 
Samuel C. Monson wrote in the 
publication of the Utah Acade­ 
my of Sciences. Arts and Let­ 
ters, "when a missionary, il­ 
literate except for six lessons in 
the use of Deseret characters, 
was able to correspond with his 
family in Utah." 
The alphabet had 38 letters, 
corresponding for the most part 
to the symbols of the Interna­ 


tional Phonetic Alphabet Only 
size distinguished capitals from 
lower case letters, and there 
was no cursive script 
It remains to be seen whether 
the Deseret Alphabet consti­ 
tutes a workable vehicle for a 
restored Adamic language, but 
its application to English was 
awkward 
It s structure forced users to 
spell th*' English word when as 
h-woo-e-n, yes ye-e-s, and will 
woo-i-1 Historians chilracterize 
it as “ monotonous” and 
“ even." 


Brigham Young was appar­ 
ently satisfied with it. however, 
and in 1859 proposed a gradual 
changeover from Roman to 
Deseret characters 


But the alphabet got minimal 
use until 
1868, when the 
Territorial Legislature 
in Salt 
I^ike now 
appropriated funds 
to develop books for the 
schools, Orson Pratt tran­ 
scribed two text books and the 
Book of Mormon, and the books 
were printed in New York and 
distributed in the territory
